The Air Force plane was at- 
tracted by a message in the snow 
from the party, which had no 
means of getting out of the camp 
because the Norseman plane was 
missing. 

Wood, former assistant military 
attache at Ottawa, founded the 
glacier camp two years ago as a 
joint American-Canadian enter- 
prise.

U. S. Jet Bomber Crashes, Four 
In Crew Believed Killed. 


HALIFAX, N.’°S., Aug. 6 (UP) 
-—A United States Air Force jet 
bomber crashed Saturday night 
near the Goose Bay, Labrador, 
air base and its tour crewmen are 
believed to have been killed, air- 
sea rescue headquarters an- 
nounced today. 

The four-jet Tornado bomber 
crashed in a densely-wooded area 
six miles from the base which is 
used jointly by the Canadian and 
United ‘States Air Forces. A 
search party set out from Goose 
Bay but preliminary reports indi- 
cated there were no survivors the 
Air Force said. 

The swept-back-wing plane, one 
of the fastest bombers operated 
by any of the Allied air forces, 
crashed against a hill six miles 
from the base as it was approach- 
ing for a landing.

DENVER, Aug. 6 (UP)—World 
government—if it comes—must be 
a gradual process, says Anthony 
Eden, No. 2 man in Britain’s Con- 
servative party and former For- 
eign Secretary.

This letter is from a bitter, deluded 
individual who was recalled to active 
duty in the Marine Corps to serve for 
an almost indefinite period of time. 

I am, in ordinary life, a teacher in 
St. Louis, and I feel that my civilian 
profession is much more important 
than my sent military occupation. 

I would be the first to volunteer if 
an emergency existed and if the in- 
equities of service life were reasonable. 
But I speak for hundreds of Ameri- 
cans who were called to sit around 
barracks doing nothing, while the mili- 
tary caste and politicos play games to 
maintain their present status. 

I refuse to believe, after serving two 
years overseas in the Pacific in the 
last war, that my services sre needed. 

Despite the fact that many young 
people are sitting around in college 
trying to avoid military service, and the 
draft laws are reducing the number of 
men being taken, this barracks is full 
of men who are teachers, and members 
of essential industry. 

These inequalities in the lives of 
Americans must be, in some way, re- 
solved, in order to maintain a demo- 
cratic way of life, and to make an effi- 
cient war machine. ) 

The people at home must know what 
{is happening to veterans; they must 
know how we live and how we feel. 
If all the men in my barracks were to 
write the newspapers in their home- 
town, perhaps some legislation would 
be activated to release non-volunteer

Though every break in the cease-fire talks 
at Kaesong is a disappointment, the present halt, 
brought about by Gen. Ridgway, is fully justi- 

The facts make it very plain that actually 
the Communists and not the U.N. Supreme 
Commander are responsible for the break-off. 

‘Under the July 14 agreement, the Commu- 
nists pledged themselves to keep a neutral zone 
five miles around the meeting place. This 
pledge was made after Gen. Ridgway protested 
against the way U.N. representatives and per- 
sonnel were being treated by armed guards. 

Yet on Aug. 4, armed forces amounting in 
strehgth to an infantry company were seen and 
photographed within 100 yards of the meeting 
house. These soldiers carried rifles, pistols, 
grenades, automatic weapons and mortars. 
Whatever the explanation might be, this was an 
out-and-out breach of the Communist pledge. 

If the Communist negotiators were as eager 
to live up to their agreements as they are to 
establish a buffer zone along the thirty-eighth 


parallel this violation would not have occurred. . 


The Kaesong area is north of the Communist- 
U.N. troop line. The Communists have control 
of it! Their guards are responsible for seeing 
that improper displays of Communist military 
force are not made outside the very windows 
of the conference building. 

The Communists themselves now in effect 
admit this. A radio message heard at Tokyo, 
to which Gen. Ridgway has removed the U.N. 
delegation for consultation, says that a new 
Communist order again directs “our guards in 
the neutral zone of Kaesong to observe strictly 
the agreement of July 14 and to guarantee that 
there will be no such violatfon of the agree- 
ment.” : | 

This same radio message is quoted as saying 
that the Communists hope that the U.N. negoti- 
ators, on receipt of this reply, will immediately 
return to Kaesong “and resume the meetings.” 


If the explanation is satisfactory to the U.N. 
military command, if‘the breach was “accident- 
al,” as the Communists say, then, we too hope 
the talks will be immediately resumed. But 
Gen. Ridgway has every reason to be satisfied. - 

This is the kind of firm, resolute dealing 
which the Communists understand and respect. 
They are beginning to realize that the U.N. com- 
mand is not going to be pushed around, that fair 
and equal treatment means fair and equal treat- 
ment and not something less. 

Gen. Ridgway, so far, has demonstrated a 
splendid capacity for his difficult assignment. 
He has been wholly co-operative, as when 
he accepted the Communist substitution of 
Kaesong for the meeting place. He has not 
yielded on a single important principle. He 
deserves and has, we believe, the respect and 
admiration of all those he is trying so hard 
to serve. 
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Public Service Replies 


The St. Louis Public Service Co. has issued a 

booklet replying to the Post-Dispatch analysis of 
local transit problems. Nothing in this booklet 
alters the essential facts of the local transporta- 
tion puzzle. 
. Publie Service states, in brief, that its profits 
are not excessive, neither are its fares, and its 
service is not below standard. This reply hardly 
touches on the basic finding that during a pe- 
riod when fares increased 70 per cent, bus and 
streetcar service was cut 20 per cent. 

When people spend more for something, they 
normally expect to get more for their money. 
That has not happened here. 

All the facts about the company’s finances 
add up to a healthy condition, with no mort- 
gage debt, a good surplus, good equipment and 
substantial dividend payments. While transit 
fares here are no higher than in most other 
major Midwestern cities, the fact is that they 
have risen, and Public Service apparently an- 
ticipates further rises. Yet service has declined. 


On this point the company’s position is that 
the reduction in riders has been muth larger 
than the reduction in service, hence “the service 
per passenger has actually been improved!” This 
is a fine statistic, but it is utterly meaningless 
to a passenger. 

It would be hard to prove to a man standing 
on a street corner that his bus service has been 
improved. It is small comfort to a man on a 
crowded streetcar to be told that many other 
people are not riding it. 

The fact remains that the cost of public serv- 
ice has increased and the service has decreased. 
The people of the St. Louis area are justifiahkly 
concerned about it. 
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Some Congressmen would like to prohibit 
football at West Point altogether, but the Navy 
would probably be satisfied with a law which 
restricted Army football to within the 30-yard 
lines and let it go at that. 
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U.N. Jurisdictional Dispute 
There has not been much ballyhoo about the 
plan for getting people from overcrowded coun- 
tries to relatively empty parts of this troubled 
world. But in a small way, this could reduce 
some of the economic stresses and strains so 
often at the roots of international disagreements. 


The International Refugee Organization, a U.N. 
agency, is ready to do the work. But now “juris- 
diction” also is claimed by the International 
Labor Organization, an old League of Nations 
affiliate adopted by the U.N. As a result, the 
plan may not get very far. At least, that is the 
latest word from Geneva, where ‘it is being de- 
bated by the U.N. Economic and Social Council. 


Things stack up this way: The I.R.O. offers a 
fleet of “12 ships as the heart of the program. 
But unless it gets some money by Sept. 15, it 
will have to release its ships and personnel. ‘And 
if a going organization cannot be kept in opera- 
tion, it seems improbable that a much larger 
sum can be raised to set up a new one. 

Two months ago, the State Department was 
ready to give the I.R.O. about $10,000,000 in 
ECA funds. The department also was asking 
18 other governments to chip in. But now it 
hesitates to do anything which might look like 
a slap at the I.L.O.; an agency toward which the 
United States has long been friendly. Some 
other governments, however, do not want the 
L.L.O. in the migration business. 

They object that L.L.O. decisions are made by 
delegates representing government, employers 
and labor. They feel this is a matter for govern- 
ments only. Other disagreements, some quite 
petty, have cropped up. Jurisdictional disputes 
get that way. The main objective disappears 
from sight, and the Philadelphia lawyers take 
over. 

So it now seems that the Economic and Social 
Council will adopt a buck-passing resolution. 
This-will recognize L.L.O. claims at least in part. 
But it will do nothing to raise the money [.R.0. 
must have by Sept. 15. So the little fleet prob 

f , 
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ably will be dispersed. Then the I.L.0. will 
meet in Naples in October. No doubt it will call 
for funds. But too late. 

Are those concerned really too obtuse to see 
what is happening? Or is the dispute perhaps a 
device worked up by governments which do not 
want to contribute? If so, a few sharp words 
from Washington could help. Or is a little con- 
structive effort such as the migration plan not 
worth the time of statesmen? 
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Mr. Boyle’s Defense 
In defense of his connection with the Ameri- 
can Lithofold Corp., National Democratic Chair- 
man William M. Boyle Jr. consistently ignores 
one important question. 
Mr. Boyle’s defense is that he was retained 


by the company for “legal services”. in Febru: 


ary, 1949, when he was special assistant to the 
Democratic National Chairman, but severed his 
connection in April of that year, when he be- 
came full-time executive vice president of the 
committee. He says it would have been proper 
for him to represent the company in its quest 
for an RFC loan at that time, but he did not. 

The question he ignores is: Just what services 
then did he perform for American Lithofold? 
The president of the company hag said that Mr. 
Boyle performed none. Unless Mr. Boyle can 
show otherwise, it should be clear that he was 
retained for his influence in Administration 
councils. Since his influence grew rather than 
diminished after April, 1949, and since Ameri- 
can Lithofold did get an RFC loan after being 
turned down three times, the question of exactly 
when he took money- from the company is of 
secondary importance. 

Mr. Boyle’s effort to imply that he dropped 
all private interests on taking charge of the 
national committee breaks down, again, when 
we look at the story of the struggle for control 
of the Government-owned Nicaro nickel plant 
in Cuba. A group including James P. Finnegan 
of St. Louis tried to gain control of the plant 
from June to September, 1950—a full year after 
Mr. Boyle took over his present position. The 
Post-Dispatch has been told that Mr. Boyle took 
an active part in these negotiations and tried 
to exert pressure on government officials in 
connection with them. 

Obviously Mr. Boyle’s defense needs closer 
examination. A Senate investigation has been 
held up to give President Truman a chance to 
make a statement, but it cannot be delayed 
much longer.

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A Wrong to Be Righted? 


Ambassador William O’Dwyer did not come 
off well in his appearances before the Kefauver 
Crime Investigating Committee. 

From his testimony the country got the im- 
pression of a mayor of New York who took al- 
together too easy-going an attitude toward such 
unsavory characters as Frank Costello. Having 
always posed as an enemy of crime and of crim- 
inal influence in politics, he turned out, under 
questioning, to be rather complacent about both. 
One got the feeling of a weak mayor, handi- 
capped by easy associations with questionable 
people, who permitted to develop in municipal 
administration a moral laxity under which po- 
lice bribery and other scandals became possible. 

The former mayor of New York, in short, 
left the American people with an unpleasant 
taste in their mouths. All the same, he appears 


‘ to have been the victim of a grievous wrong in 


the publication of a recent news story casting 
suspicion on the transfer of $1,000,000 to him 
in Mexico City. Common decency requires that 
the wrong be righted. 

According to the State Department, funds 
were transferred to Mexico City in Ambassador 
O'’Dwyer’s name as part of a perfectly regular 
and normal lend-lease transaction with the gov- 
ernment of Mexico. Yet millions of Americans 
must have the impression, from the original re- 
ports, that Mr. O’Dwyer’s private funds, and 
shady funds at that, were involved. 

It seems to us that Mr. O’Dwyer is justified 
in asking the Kefauver committee, whose chief 
eounsel interviewed him in Mexico about the 
time the story of the funds came out, to investi- 
gate the source of the story and the motives 
behind it. 
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As we read the Eisenhower political news it 
is this: just about every Senator wants to put 
himself on record in favor of Ike and then ask 
all the others to leave him alone, to do his job 
in Europe. 
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An Interchangeable Rifle 

Defense ministers of Great Britain and France 
are meeting in Washington with Army Secre- 
tary Pace in an effort to standardize the rifle 
for North Atlantic defense forces. Canada also 
is represented. 

Reports indicate: that the French, who have a 
7.5 millimeter weapon, probably will support 
agreement to use the American .30-Garand. The 
British will offer for consideration a sample of 
their new .28-caliber lightweight rifle, a weapon 
they plan to adopt in place of the 50-year-old 
bolt-action Lee-Enfield. 

Standardization of such a basi¢ weapon as the 
rifle would be extremely advantageous, simpli- 
fying the problems of production and distribu- 


tion both of the weapon itself and of its cart- . 


ridges. In an army like that Gen. Eisenhower is 
building in Europe, a common rifle would be 
another step toward unity and a considerable 
help toward reducing the logistical burden. 
The United States, Canada and Great Britain 
already have agreed in general on specifications 
for a new family of four basic bombs that will 
be interchangeable among the three countries. 
An even greater step would be agreement on a 
standard rifle. 3

Although for not exactly the same rea- 
sons as the ones he gives, we are com- 
pelled to agree with Secretary of Com- 
merce Sawyer that a code of ethics for 
government officials would “do little 
good.” 

Secretary Sawyer was replying to a 
questionnaire distributed by Senator Paul 
Douglas of Illinois, who wants to adopt a 
formal ‘“‘code” to tell people in govern- 
ment whether they 
are performing their 
tasks honestly or 
dishonestly. 

We do not doubt 
the good intentions 
of Senator Douglas, 
but this strikes us 
as pretty naive. If 
any man in a re- 
sponsible position 
does not know in- 
stinctively the dif- 
ference between 
honesty and dishon- 
esty, he has no busi- 
ness in government. 
Moreover, if he were 
indeed in any doubt about ‘the propriety 
of a certain course of action, he should 
“lean over backwafd” to avoid any sem- 
blance of dishonesty.

Not Result of Ignorance 


Senator Douglas need not think that the 
succession of shoddy dealings which have 
characterized so much of Government in 
recent years has been the result of igno- 
rance about right and wrong. The men 
and women who have participated in these 
affairs are perfectly aware, on the whole, 
of what the ethical and moral standards 
of our society require. 

Looking the matter up in Senator Doug- 
las’s “code book” would not add anything 
to their enlightenment—and for that mat- 
ter would not alter their choice. ~ 

The test of a system of government is 
whether it can muster a personnel which, 
for the. most part, will rise in dignity and 
integrity above the inevitable appeals of 
selfish and shady personal advantage. 

There is no assurance of this except 
executive management which is itself so 
clean and straight and forceful, so alert 


to cheating and connivance, that its ap- 
pointees and employees are fired the mo- 
ment any suspicion attaches to them. 

And how do the people of a society get 
executive management of that kind? 

Obviously they must choose it, If the 
people themselves are merely amused by 
corruption, then they will elect admini- 
strators who would not understand Sen- 
ator Douglas’s code anyway. If they are 
angered by widespread and repeated cor- 
ruption, then they will seek at the first 
opportunity to “clean house.” 

The Truman Administration is not 
headed by altogether corrupt men. But 
a “tone” has been permitted to develop 


within it which properly shakes public ’ 


confidence. The President himself is hesi- 
tant to discipline cronies, or their ap- 
pointees, whose behavior is clearly less 
than impeccable. 7 


“No Corrupt Business” 
This is not uncommon among long- 


entrenched and “tired” administrations at « 


every level of government. Political or- 
ganization tends to become paramount, and 
principle suffers in the balance, 

The nation may jest about this, but for- 
tunately our American democracy never 
really accepts it as an inescapable at- 
tribute of government. 

Theodore Roosevelt once wrote to an 
appointee whom he had supported: 

“I said that I should guarantee that no 
corrupt business could go on long... 
without your finding it out, and that when 
you did find it you would put a stop to it. 
... It is a hard position you are in, and 
one where ‘there is need for the utmost 
courage, caution, uprightness and knowl- 
edge of men. 

“|. . From the very outset make both 
your colleagues understand that with 
every license you will consider nothing 
whatever but the character of the man 
and the requirements of the law, and that 
no amount of political pull or influence 
of any kind can avail to make you grant 
or refuse a license, or act in any way save 
strictly on the merits of the case.” 

“Teddy” didn’t need any ethical code 
book, in determining either his own course 
or the kind of appointees in which to put 
his faith. 


Yugoslavia Retreats From Marxism 
A Belgrade Observer in the Neue Zurcher Zeitung, Zurich, Switzerland. 


Long after their expulsion from the 
Cominform, the Yugoslavs continued to 
join in the concert of Russian propaganda 


against the Marshall plan and the Atlantic 


pact. Only eighteen months ago a leading 
Yugoslav Communist assured me that the 
Western powers were just as aggressive 
and expansionist as the Soviet Union and 
he cited the Atlantic pact in support of 
his theory. 

Today there is striking harmony be- 
tween Yugoslav and American views on 
the most important questions of world poli- 
tics. The Yugoslavs, in particular, are quite 
clear about the existence and the extent of 
the Russian danger. They know that peace 
cannot be bought by concessions. They 
support unreservedly the strategy of “con- 
tainment.” 

After k had proposed an armistice 
in Korea, the Yugoslav Government made 
its opinion known to the American Embas- 
sy in Belgrade that, even if a certain calm 
were to follow the liquidation of the Ko 
rean war, a relaxation of Western watch- 
fulness and defénse efforts would be dis- 
astrous. | 

In the China question, too, Yugoslav 


opinion has moved closer to United States © 


views. Government spokesmen’ and the 
press speak with bitter disappointment of 
Mao’s attitude. The hopes entertained in 
Belgrade that he would join Tito in oppo- 
sition to Moscow have been given up. 

No trace is nowadays to be found of 
that solidarity with the world Communist 
movement which was being stressed in 
Belgrade only a year ago. The Yugoslav 
press now treats the Cominform parties of

the West as tools of the Soviet Union. 
They are no longer expected to bréak 
with Moscow. Belgrade places its hope in 
a rejuvenation of Social-Democratic. par- 
ties. 

In the course of their progressive liber- 
ation from Marxist dogma Yugoslavia’s 
leaders have made a, to them, amazing 
discovery, namely that Western democra- 
cy is not simply the “dictatorship of big 
capital.”

Immortal Lovers 


HELOISE AND ABELARD, by Etienne Gilson, (Henry 

Regnery Co., Chicago, 194 pgs., $3.) 

To Henry Adams, Heloise and Abelard 
were the two supremely interesting fig- 
ures of 12th-century France. Their story 
has been told often: by Charles Remusat 
in his “Abelard” (1845) and by later writ- 
ers such as McCabe, Chevalier, and Rash- 
dall. George Moore did a translation of 
the “Letters” of Heloise in 1926, five years 
after publishing his glowing novel “Helo- 
ise and Abelard.” 

The love of the great scholastic for the 
learned Heloise (she was called by some 
critics one of the three outstanding women 
of the Middle Ages) had all the attributes 
of star-crossed romance. Abelard at 36 was 
canon and master of Notre Dame, the 
cynosure for students from many coun- 
tries; Heloise, adornment of her age and 
niece of Canon Fulbert of Notre Dame, 
seemed destined for certain eminence. 

The outcome of their clandestine love 
was brutally and frustratingly tragic so far 
as their two persons went, though Abelard 
as philosopher lived to establish transcend- 
ently the power of Scholasticism and his 
own name as ethical thinker and theolo- 
gian. But it is in conjunction with the 
woman who put him before God Himself 
that he is even now best remembered. 

In the academic year of 1936-37, Etienne 
Gilson, distinguished professor at the Col- 
lege de France and member of the Pon- 
tifical Institute of Medieval Studies, gave 
a set of lectures on “The Medieval Ori- 
gins of Humanism” in the course of which 
he dwelt upon the Abelard-Heloise story 
as “a kind of touchstone serving to test 
and evaluate various definitions of the 
Middle Ages and the Renaissance.” 

From those lectures he has developed 
the books that he now publishes, hoping 
to interpret the fateful story from the 
point of view of Heloise and Abelard them- 
selves: “The doctrinal convictions of the 
two lovers, along with the purely human 
passions which are here released, form its 
real basis.” In this story, Mr. Gilson feels, 
we see the Renaissance focused in two in- 
dividuals developed to the highest point 
and instructing us frankly and passionate- 
ly about their inmost selves. 

His book carries its learning gracefully 
and can be enjoyed by any serious reader. 
It will especially interest those, however, 
to whom the Heloise-Abelard story has 
been somewhat debatable. Mr. Gilson 
states emphatically his conviction, based 
on fresh study of the correspondence of 
Heloise and Abelard, that there is no 
ground under the belief sometimes ex- 
pressed, that Heloise wrote both her own 
letters and those signed by Abelard. Since 
there are no “proofs” except those of ju- 
dicious interpretation, the Heloise-Abelard 
story would seem to have had another re- 
statement, convincingly reasoned, winning- 
ly credible.

Prison Threats Caused Cadets to 
Admit Cribbing, They Say.

One of the three said the board 
obtained much of its information 
from a hospitalized cadet, called 
from his bed for three straight 
days.

which the script insists was inhabited only 
by women and children because the men- 
folks were off in the mountains digging for 
silver. In the fictional narrative which un- 
folds, the women meet the convicts at rifle 

point and force them to stay in a cabin. 
The convicts’ attempts to worm their way 
into the confidence of the women and get gums, money and 
supplies is interesting up to a point. But too many plot 
cliches gradually take the edge off the narrative. For in- 
stance, one of the convicts (Glenn Ford) was really innocent 
of the murder and $40,000 robbery for which he was to hang 
and is merely out to shoot the man who testified falsely 
against him and pocketed the $40,000. That man just happens 
to be the fiance of Gene Tierney, the girl who is the leading 


spirit among the women. She, of course, falls in love with - 


Glenn. And the other convicts, led by Zachary Scott, are 
convinced Glenn hid the $40,000 and intend to murder him 
as soon as they find out where. It ends up in the usual 
Hollywood gun battle and slaughter with dozens of shots 
being fired at. close range before anyone is hit. But long 
before that the script itself has become a casualty to the 
deadly aim of stereotyped treatment. | 
- Second feature is “TWO OF A KIND,” in which Lizabeth 
Scott, Edmond O’Brien, and Alexander Knox, as a crooked 
lawyer, plot to pass off O’Brien as a wealthy old couple’s 
long-lost son. O’Brien, as is customary in shoddy crime 
sugarings of this type, passes for a hero because he draws 
the line at murdering the old man. We didn’t find his por- 
trayal of an engaging smart-aleck too objectionable, but did 
finally gag over the presentation of Terry Moore, playing the 
rich man’s niece, as a bubbling young innocent who mistakes 
_ O’Brien for a burglar and goos over her determination to 
reform him.

sas City was of a place strug- 
gling out from under the law 
of the jungle. 

It was-a staggering example of 
a prosperous city, blessed with 
many industries and the same 
type of good citizens found every- 
where, but which, through civic 
inertia, had fallen completely 
under the thumb of vicious crim- 
inals. The mob, led by men high 
in the Mafia, had run the town— 
and milked it. A federal grand 
jury in Kansas City found that 
the illegal gambling business 
had grossed more than $34,000,- 
000 a year. 

The mobsters could do this be- 
cause they were able to “buy” 
many small and middle-sized of- 
ficials, and to influence some 
big ones. 

Actually, the Kansas City police 
department was headed by a good 
chief and included some officers 
who made an excellent impres- 
sion on the Senate crime com- 
mittee. In the county, however, 
it was different. There the com- 
mittee found Sheriff J. A. Pur- 
dome ‘;notably lax.” 

One fantastic facet was that 
Purdome permitted a racketeer, 
Wolf Riman, juke box and pin- 
ball king, to hold a deputy sher- 
iff’s commission and to operate 
a car equipped with siren and 
red light. Riman was murdered 
and Sheriff Purdome married his 
widow. 

No responsible person con- 
dones murder as an instrument 
of social justice, but there 
seemed to be a moral lesson in 
the violent end met by Charlie 
Binaggio, Kansas City’s reigning 
evil genius. This conniving, par- 
ticularly courageous gangster, a 
fixer rather than a muscle man, 
was murdered in his political 
clubhouse. .Dead beside him was 
his * lieutenant and “enforcer,” 
Charlie Gargotta. 

If ever a human deserved the 
title of “mad dog,” it was Gar- 
gotta. His record showed 39 ar- 
rests on charges ranging from at- 
tempted burglary to murder. 
One he killed a man in cold 
blood on the streets, but a cor- 
rupt police officer switched iden- 
tification tags on the murder 
weapon, and Gargotta beat the 
homicide charge.

INAGGIO, Gargotta, Tano Lo- 
Bevo, Fat Tony Gizzo and griz- 

zled old Jim Balestrere, reput- 
ed Mafia chieftain in Kansas City, 
were known as “the Five Iron 
Men.” These five and _ their 
henchmen controlled most of the 
important gambling in the Kan- 
sas City area. Binaggio & Co. 
would spot a profitable gambling

operation and decide they ought 
to be “invited” in. “If the opera- 
tors were not smart enough to 
issue such an “invitation,” their 
places of business would be 
bombed, robbed or otherwise 
harassed until they got smarter. 
One stubborn gambler named 
Reneger wound up with his head 
blown off. : 

Among other Binaggio prop- 
erties, in partnership with Gar- 
gotta, Lococo, Snag Klein, and 
Eddie Osadchey, was the Last 
Chance tavern. 

The Last Chance was an in- 
triguing establishment on _ the 
border between Kansas and Mis- 
souri, with a thin wall right on 
the state line. When cops from 
one state would come to “raid” 
it, the gamblers would shift over 
to the other side, and carry on. 
Cops from both states never 
seemeli to arrive at the same 
time. 

Osadchey, Gargotta, Lococo and 

Klein muscled in on Simon Part- 
noy’s profitable wire service in 
Kansas City after the Chicago- 
Capone syndicate set out to take 
over the nation-wide race news 
racket. Another time, Osadchey 
and Klein, without putting up a 
dollar, moved into Iowa to 
“muscle” themselves 50 per cent 
of a Council Bluffs gambling 
place called the Stork Club, in 
which the original owners had 
invested $90,000. 
* Eddie insists that there really 
was no “muscle.” It was merely 
a case, he explained, where, after 
he and Snag offered to “buy” the 
whole club for $20,000, the own- 
ers countered with a proposition 
that they take half of it for 
nothing. 

Jim Balestrere, the old Sicilian- 
born mobster identified as one of 
Kansas City Mafia leaders, played 
dumb. He represented himself to 
us as a poor, old jobless fellow 
who lived on a little income from 
a ‘piece of business property 
(once rented to a gambling house) 
and on a few dollars given him 
by his children. But he didn’t 
impress us as dumb at all. Peo- 
ple in Kamsas City rackets used 
to say that “Balestrere has a piece 
of Binaggio.” 

Apparently, he had a “piece” of 
many persons. Balestrere himself 
told us how once when he “need- 
ed a job” he sought help from 
the late Tom Pendergast, the 
Kansas City political boss later 
deposed by Binaggiq, Pendergast 
fixed it up for him to get a cut 
of a keno gambling game. 

Balestrere went on to explain 
how Charlie Binaggio—“I know 
Binaggio since he was a baby”— 
similarly gave him an outright 
gift once of a piece of a gambling 
joint known as Green Hills. He 
was just walking to the movies 
one day, Balestrere related, when 
he met Binaggio.

INAGGIO probably was the 
outstanding example of politi- 
cal boss and undisguised gang- 
ster in the United States.

Democratic club, and, after he 
supplanted old Boss Pendergast, 
top dog in the area politics. 

We delved into the question of 
how—and through whom—he car- 
ried out his political machina- 
tions. The gangsters themselves, 
of course, did their part. Eddie 
Osadchey testified that “Charlie 
told me” to travel around the 
state and line up his “friends” 
for Gov. Forrest Smith. Rumors 
were prevalent that Binaggio had 
raised sums as large as $150,000 
to the Smith-for-Governor cam- 
paign, but we were unable to se- 
cure any tangible proof of Farge- 
scale contributions. 

The committee had a session 
with Roy McKittrick, former state 
senator and attorney general of 
Missouri, concerning his knowl- 
edge of the alleged tie-up between 
Binaggio and Governor Smith. 

In January, 1948, McKittrick 
decided he would be a candidate 
against Smith. 

Q. Did you have any conversa- 
tion with Charles Binaggio about 
your candidacy? 

A. Yes, sir . .. He wanted to 
discuss what he thought the 
chances to win were. It impressed 
me what he meant was the im- 
portance that he had to have a 
governor. 

Later, McKittrick continued, 
the Kansas City boss told him he 
ought to get out of the race. 
McKittrick told us he said to 
Binaggio, “If you have made up 
your mind, I think the race is 
over right now because you are 
going to elect whoever you sup- 
port for governor.” Senator Hunt 
asked the witness why he placed 
such confidence in  Binaggio’s 
ability to dominate an election. 

McKittrick: He had a lot of 
friends and supporters in St. 
Louis, and he was the controlling 
factor in Kansas City. He had 
good alliances at St. Joe. He was 
very active. He was well supplied 
with money.” 

Binaggio, McKittrick said, told 
him, “I have made a deal with 
Smith.” , 

a . 
HE Kansas City police board 
T was composed of four men, R. 
Robert Cohn and Col. Hamp- 


‘ ton S. Chambers, both hold-overs 


who had been appointed by a 
previous governor, and two Smith 
appointees, Jacob L. (Tuck) Milli- 
gan, a boyhood friend of Gov. 
Smith and Sheridan E. Farrell, a 
Kansas City hotel man. It took 
three votes of the four-man board 
to effect any important policy or 
personnel changes. . 

Cohn told us that Milligan and 
Farrell were “credited to the 
Charlie Binaggio group.” There- 
fore, it was necessary for the 
Binaggio -interests to line up 
either Col. Chambers or him- 
self. Cohn testified that he was 
approached several times by 
Binaggio. and other _ emissaries 
“who suggested that I be on their 
team and te follow through the 
program they had planned.” But 
all efforts to bring either Cohn 
or Chambers into the Binaggio 
camp failed. . 

The pay-off for the entire 
board came after the murder of 
Binaggio and Gargotta on April 
5, 1950. The eyes of America 
were focused with disgust on 
Kansas City, and decent citizens 
there did not like it. 


Gov. Smith reacted by calling 
for the resignations of all the 
Kansas City police commissioners, 
Milligan and Farrell resigned, 
but Cohn and Chambers refused 
to do so, forcing the governor to 
“fire” them; that was their in- 
tention, they said, as they felt 
they were clean and did not want 
to be in a position of quitting 
under fire. The present Kansas 
City police board, our report 

“is made up of four men 
of undoubted integrity,” and the 
citizens of Kansas City have 
helped drive for better law en- 
forcement by forming a local 
crime commission. 

As for Governor Smith, it 
seemed to the committee, after 
he had testified before us con- 
cerning the various allegations 
against him, that he either was 
a much lied about person, or a 
man of ex _bad memory. 
Smith said he didn’t even know 


sas City hotel lobby and said “he 
hoped I, would run for governor, 


Governor Smith replied: “I did 
not.” 


The governor did recall that 
Binaggio visited him __ several 
times at the state Capitol. 

The first visit was about a 
month after his inauguration 
when Binaggio dropped by “with 
five or six other people.” 

“What did he want?” asked 
Halley, and Gov. Smith replied: 
“He wanted to see what a gov- 
ernor’s office looked like, he 
said.” 

Another time, Binaggio called 
at the governor’s office along 
with some other fellow who had 
a “kind of unpronounceable 
name.” That time, Gov. Smith re- 
lated, “they asked me where 
would be a good place to go fish- 
ing.”

But your instinct is right—his mother ought to know 
the facts. It’s not your job to tell her, however; it's his job. 
Leave that to him when he returns.

BEYOND THAT, it is even more important that you delay 
marriage for at least six months, during which time you can 
be engaged, can go around together, really become acquainted 
with each other and find out whether you still want to marry. 
This is important in any marriage where the acquaintance has 
ripened through correspondence; it is doubly important with 
one as young as you; and it is ten times as important when you 
have this special difficulty in your history.

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Hopeful Investigators of the Future Study by Day 
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AN INVESTIGATOR AT THE NEW YORK INSTITUTE OF CRIMINOLOGY 
USES A MAGNIFYING GLASS TO LOCATE IDENTIFYING MARKS ON A 
GUN.

NEW YORK, Aug. 6. 

RADUATES of the New York 
G Institute of Criminology have 

no guarantee that they can 
automatically step into such ex- 
citing careers as those pursued 
by such famous detectives of fic- 
tion as Sam Spade and Perry 
Mason. But it’s fairly certain 
that they will lead far from hum- 
drum lives. 

Founded less than two years 
ago by James S. Bolan, former po- 
lice commissioner of New York 
City, the New York Institute of 
Criminology is licensed by the 
New York State Department of 
Education to teach scientific in- 
vestigation in all~its branches. 
So solid a reputation has it gained 
in a short space of time that its 
fledgling “private eyes” find 
themselves stepping into jobs 
practically before the ribbon gets 
wrinkled on their certificates of 
graduation. 

“The general public doesn’t re- 
alize the constantly increasing 
need that exists for men and 
women skilled in every phase of 
investigation, detection and 
criminology, including ballistics, 
fingerprinting, shadowing, pho- 
tography and laboratory tech- 
nique,” says Dr. Paul R. Conroy, 
executive director of the Insti- 
tute. 

“Today, investigation in one 
form or another enters into near- 
ly every phase of business, in- 
dustry or government. The dis- 
covery of new facts, new and bet- 
ter ways of doing things, deter- 
mining whether employes are 
loyal and whether they are fol- 
lowing required procedures, are 
only a few of the activities which 
require the application of basic 
investigative. techniques. Where- 
as the tendency in the past was 
to rely upon intuition, hunches 
or past experience, there is in 
recent years an increasing trend 
toward the employment of trained 
investigators.” 

x * * 


PERATING at capacity, the 
QO Institute today has 100 stu- 

dents in its daytime classes 
and 116 enrolled for evening in- 
struction. Although prospective 
students with college training are 
given preference on the institute's 
waiting list, many with only a 
high school education or its 
equivalent have been accepted. 

Actually, ‘the only hard and 
fast rule of the institute is that 
it will accept no person with a 
criminal record. Students gen- 
erally are admitted if they can 
satisfy the examining board, com- 
posed of practical and academic 
experts in the field of criminol- 
ogy, that they possess good gen- 
eral intelligence, a good command 
of the English language, a well- 
balanced personality, the ability 
to deal with people and adapt 
themselves to rapidly changing 
circumstances, and the knack of 
observing accurately and reason- 
ing logically. 

Once enrolled in the institute, 
embryo sleuths are given 13 
weeks of basic training in labora- 
tories and classrooms surpassed 
only by the FBI headquarters in 
Washington. Courses are given in 
the ethics of the profession they 
are about to enter as investiga- 
tors; in police organization and 
administration; in the tracing of 
persons and property; in criminal 
psychology; in the taking, classi- 
fying and filing of fingerprints;

in disputed handwriting, ballis- 
tics, surveillance, binocular mi- 
croscopy, blood analysis, forensic 
chemistry and many more asso- 
ciated subjects. 

Once each week classes visit 
New York police headquarters, 
the courts and the morgue. And 
at the end of the course, a stiff 
final examination is given before 
the institute awards the students 
a certificate of graduation. 


“The course,’ says Dr. Conroy, 
“will not train a finished inves- 
tigator, but it is designed to in- 
culcate in the student the basic 
techniques and philosophy of in- 
vestigative work, principles ap- 
plicable to all fields of investi- 
gation. By analogy, the course 
may be said to meet the same 
need as a jet assist rocket in an 
airplane take-off. It will get the 
student under way and enable 
him to profit from subsequent 
training on-the-job and experi- 
ence.” 

No student can with his 13- 
weeks course in the Institute of 
Criminology go into business for 
himself and open up his own de- 
tective agency. New York law re- 
quires three years’ actual experi- 
ence of an individual applying 
for a license as a private investi- 
gator. But students of the insti- 
tute find waiting jobs with sales, 
wag business and banking 
irms; with public utilities, trans- 
portation systems and hotels, and 
with social, legal and govern- 
mental services. 


At the present writing, two 
women are enrolled in the ins- 
titute and two others have al- 
ready received certificates of 
graduation. 


“Women, with their natural 
curiosity, work out very well in 
the field of investigation,” says 
Emma M. Prediger, assistant 
dean and registrar of the insti- 
tute, who also teaches classes in 
shadowing. “One of our women 
graduates went to work as an in- 
vestigator in a big New York de- 


partment store the day after she 
finished her course.” 

Women investigators today are 
particularly needed to serve in 
factories, screening war workers 
and acting in confidential capaci- 
ties for the protection of war 
plant security. 

“And,” says the slim, well- 
dressed Miss Prediger, who start- 
ed her career in the investigation 
field as secretary to former Po- 
lice Commissioner Bolan, “wo- 
men-are especially valuable in 
cases that call for shadowing of 
other women. Maybe the subject 
under suspicion is staying at a 
woman’s hotel or she goes into 
a lingerie department to shop. A 
woman can fit into the surround- 
ings much less conspiciously than 
a man,”

OMEN investigators can be 
W any age, size or type, Miss 

Prediger points out. The 
field offers enough different 
types of jobs for all different 
types of women. 

“Suppose a woman is needed 
fo strike up an acquaintance 
with a man in a nightclub,” she 
suggests. ““‘You’d want a sophis- 
ticated, good-looking woman. On 
the other hand, suppose in some 
case it becomes necessary to plant 
a woman investigator as a wait- 
ress behind a lunch counter or 
in a hotel or private home as a 
maid. In that case, you’d want 
an entirely different type of wo- 
man. So, there’s no standard mold 
for the woman investigator. 
There’s only one taboo. She can’t 
be flighty. She’s got to have a 
mature mind.” 

When the New York Institute 
of Criminology came into being 
in December of 1949, it meant 
the realization of a dream for 
Police Commissioner Bolan. 
As he advanced from rookie cop 
to the biggest job of its kind 
in the world, Bolan planned for 
the day when he could open his 
own school for the teaching of 
crime prevention and crime de- 
tection. A wealthy man, retired 
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on a handsome pension augment- 
ed by income from wise invest- 
ments, Bolan organized the Insti!- 
tute of Criminology as a labor of 
love. He chose his teachers from 
among men eminent in the field 
of investigation and criminology 
and others well-known in the 
field of education and adminis- 
tration. 

Among the officials of the 
school who rose through police 
work with Bolan are James E. 
Branigan, who for a-decade as 
commanding officer of the cele- 
brated Broadway detective squad 
was the nemesis of known crim- 
inals along the Great White Way; 
Michael de Lucca, who retired as 
a lieutenant after 30 years on the 
New York police force; and James 
J. Finn, a retired detective lieu- 
tenant with many years of service 
under Bolan. 

Among the college professors 
and technical specialists on the 
staff are Donald MacNamara, who

for five years was director of the 
University of Southern California 
School of Police Administration; 
Dr. Joseph Adler, a well-known 
teacher of criminology; Albert 
Genua, former professor of phy- 
sics and chemistry at Seton Hall 
College, South Orange, N.J.; Dr. 
Paul R. Conroy, former chief of 
the department of the Veterans 
Administration dealing with con- 
tract negotiations with schools, 
and Dr. Edward A, Fitzpatrick, 
noted educator and president of 
Mount Mary College,’ Milwaukee, 
Wis., who acts as educational con- 
sultant for the institute. 

Unlike study for many profes- 
sions, courses at the Institute of 
Criminology provide students with 
considerable entertainment and 
excitement. They tackle 
thetical cases involving everything 
from murder to the misappropria- 
tion of money. They handle fire- 
arms; work in moulage, making 
reproduction of evidence such as 
tiretracks, footprints, and “jimmy” 
marks; “tail”. suspects on foot and 
by car; make actual tests to deter- 
mine whether a stain is blood and 
if it is human into which type 
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it falls; and hundreds of other 
exercises designed to give them 
a thorough basic training as in- 
vestigators.

é6 HERE is no end to the 
T number of jobs waiting 
for the qualified investi- 
gator,” Dr. Conroy points out. 
“Almost every insurance and 
finance company employes oper- 
atives to investigate claims, char- 
acter and credit references. Life 
insurance, casualty and fidelity 
companies require the aid of 
investigators for many things. 
Department stores, chain stores 
and other sales corporations are 
constantly subjected to losses of 
merchandise and misappropria- 
tion of money and must engage 
many operatives. In fact there 
is no end to the opportunities 
for well-prepared investigators. 
Eventually, many successful in- 
vestigators establish their own 
private agencies.” 

One student of the institute 
surprised both himself and the 
faculty by turning writer. With 
considerable imagination and the 
technical knowledge gained from 
the course, he sat down and wrote 
two mystery novels. Both have 
been accepted by a whodunit 
publisher.

“Clean as You Go" 

“Clean as you go” is a slogan 
that lightens the laundry load in 
the heat of summer. This is par- 
ticularly true of clothes and ac- 
cessories that are “spot catchers.” 
Men’s ties are an example, and if 
they are cleaned before the stains 
harden in the fabric, spots are 
more easily removed. 

The method found most satis- 
factory is to ,sponge the spot 
clean, using very little water and 
whipping up a mound of rich, dry 
soapsuds. When the suds stand 
up in points they are sufficiently 
dry. Before beginning to sponge 
the tie, an outline of the tie 
should be traced on cardboard 
and cut in two sections, one for 
the narrow and one for the wide 
half. Insert the form, dip a 
sponge or soft cloth into the suds 
and gently rub the tie with a cir- 
cular motion. Go over it several 
times, rinsing with a cloth wrung 
out of clear water. Leaving the 
cardboard inserts in, pat up 
any moisture between the folds 
of a turkish towel. Spread the 
tie flat to dry, and press under a 
cloth.

How It Started 
By Jean Newton 


“It Is Better to Bend Than Break.” 
HE words “to bend” are com- 
T parative newcomers to this 
old saying. Its original form 
was “Better to bow than break”; 
and so it persisted for centuries. 
Heywood’s listing, in 1546, ap- 
pears thus: “Better is to boow 
than breake.” And the less well- 
known “Proverbs of Wysdom,” 
published a hundred years before 
Heywood’s time, have it, “Better 
is to bow than to brest.” 
It has been suggested that the 
allusion might be to the bow of a 
bow and arrow, but as the saying 
stands on the record these 600 
years, there is no evidence to sub- 
stantiate this idea of its origin. 
The metaphor seems to be ob- 
viously on the bough of a tree— 
from its context in Chaucer, who 
referred to the “yerde” (an obso- 
lete term for “branch”) as the 
subject of the saying—and for 
hundreds of years after him. 
A contemporary of Chaucer,

E CAN hardly say that the 
weasel is a popular animal, 
but is does a certain amount 
of good in the world. The general 


opinion among naturalists is that . 


it does more good than harm. 
The weasel has a slender body 
and short legs. Not counting the 


tail, it usually is from eight to | 


14 inches long. There are long- 
tailed weasels and short-tailed 
weasels . 

When weasels make their nests, 
they look for hollow logs, or for 
open places in piles of stones or 


heaps of brush. They line their — 


nests. with leaves and moss. 

In a weasel litter we are likely 
to find four or five young ones. 
There may be three litters in a 
single year, or only two. The 
mother weasel is known for her 
boldness in defending the young 
against attack. 

Weasels spend much of their 
time on the ground, but they are 
expert tree climbers.

A BAD THING about weasels 
is the fact that they kill birds. 
They will slay small birds of any 
age. Sometimes they go into poul- 
try yards and destroy chicks, pul- 
lets or hens. This makes them 
enemies of farmers who own 
poultry. , 

It may be well for farmers to 
destroy weasels which invade the 
poultry yard, but they would 
make a big mistake if they de- 


‘stroyed all weasels for miles 


around. 

Field mice do harm to crops. 
They damage grain in fields and 
barns. Without enemies, they 
would reach such numbers that 
they would offer greater danger. 

As it is, there are natural ene- 


mies which keep down the num- 
ber of field mice, and weasels are 
among these enemies, A thousand 
weasels may destroy a hundred 
thousand field mice in a summer 
season. 

Weasels have a wide range in 
North America. One kind is 
known as the New York weasel, 
but it is found from Maine to the 
Mississippi valley. Another kind, 
the mountain weasel, is common 
in the Rocky Mountains.

Rusty Hot Water. 
HE’ standard cure for rusty 
T hot water is to let things set 
for a few hours without draw- 
ing any hot Water and then open 
the drain on the bottom of the 
storage tank and let the water run 
out until it is clear.
